Bridge Of The Future? 


The importance of transnver connections for 
renewed development of communities along the 
Ohio River is obvious to residents of this .area, 
only too aware of the economic and travel han­ 
dicaps stemming from the closing of the Ches­ 
ter Bridge.

A Simple Solution 


An illinois firm in the manufacturing field 
has come up with a solution (it hopes) to a 
problem confronting law enforcement officers— 
•glue sniffing. 
;' The company, which manufactures a quick- 
drving plastic glue used by hobbyists, believes 
, it has found a simple and inexpensive answer 
to the problem. It merely adds a little oil of 
mustard to its glue which makes the glue decid­ 
edly unpleasant to .sniff 
Although the solution seems simple, it took 


the firm's researchers several vears to develop 
it. 
If only our “think tanks” and researchers 
could come up with comparable solutions to 
some of society's major problems. 
If only they could, for example, make the re­ 
sults of comittring acts of international aggres­ 
sion or of crime in the streets as unpleasant as 
sniffing “mustard” glue 
If they could just kill the incentive for these 
acts as easily as they have suppressed the 
glue-sniffers’ desire to get high” on glue 


Something New In Water Safety 


The storms which caused so much havoc in 
Ohio and on the shores of Lake Erie point up 
the need for better survival gear for those of us 
who travel on water. 
We need bo improve maritime safety 
A company in California has developed and is 
marketing a product which may be an answer 
to that need It is called the Brucker survival 
capsule and actually is a very sturdy ‘'lifeboat” 
with a novel shape. 


IT IS A SPHEROIDAL CAPSULE which 
holds up to 28 people within its fully enclosed 
hull. The company claims it is unswampable. It 
comes equipped with its own air-purification 
system and is self-propelled. 
The Coast Guard has approved it for installa­ 
tion on fixed structures such as offshore drilling 
rigs and efforts are being made to have it certi­ 
fied for use aboard ships. 
The dome of the capsule, which looks like a 
large ball, is bright orange to make it easily 
visible and it is impregnated with radar-reflec­ 
tive material. Inside the craft there is a water 
pump, toilet facilities, radio, food and water It 
is powered by a 40-borsepower diesel engine. 
One of the capsules drifted for five days amid 
floating ice in Alaska’s Cook Inlet and was re­ 
covered with only minor damage. 


THE COST AND THE SIZE of the capsules 
make them impractical for pleasure craft 
which cruise the Great Lakes. But perhaps the 
design will be miniaturized so that small cap­ 
sules embracing the most vital features could 
be manufactured 
If every boat of cruising size could have an 
unsinkable lifesaving sphere aboard, water 
safety would be given a tremendous boost. 


Hon se Is Right 


The Ohio House has struck a blow for home 
rule in tacking a loeal-option amendment onto 
the statewide fluoridation bill. 
The Senatte-approved version of the bill man­ 
dated fluoridation of all Ohio water systems 
serving more than 5.000 people. 
The House refused to go along with the pro­ 
posed usurpation of local authority. Its amend­ 
ment provides for the fluoridation question to 
be placed on the ballot next May in all affected 
communities. 
If the Senate concurs, local communities will 
retain the right to decide on fluoridation.

Breakthroughs In Farming 


It was suggested recently that farmers might 
have to become electricians if an Ohio man’* 
claim that “electrified soil” produces bigger 
vegetables proves true. 
Now it looks as if they might also have to be­ 
come pilots for aerial seeding of grains may 
bring about a major revolution in agriculture. 


FARMERS IN THE SOUTH pioneered aerial 


seeding of rice fileds 15 years ago and today it 
is estimated that 90 percent of all rice fields in 
this country are seeded by air. That would be 
nearly 2 million acres. 
But now experiments with the aerial seeding 
of com and oats suggests the aerial technique 
works just as well with these grams. The tests 
shown actal grain in yields and considerable 
saving of time in .seeding. 
In Kansas, one farmer reported it took only 
six hours to plant 300 acres in corn by air while 


it would have taken two men three days to do 
the same job in the conventional fashion. 
So impressive have been the experiments 
with helicopters and small planes that manufac­ 
turers of farm equipment are concerned that, if 
the aerial experiments continue to succeed, 
much farm equipment will become obsolete 
Aircraft manufacturers, on the other hand, 
see an opportunity for expanded business just 
over the farm horizon. 


THE RF! ARF! SOME drawbacks, of course, as 
with many new techniques. One of the major 
problems concerns seed dispersal. The plants 
have a tendency to grow in clumps, making 
harvesting with combines more difficult 
And then it is impossible to cultivate for weed 
control 
Instead, chemicals must be used to 
keep the weeds under control 
Nevertheless, aerial farmers may be the 
“new breed,” agriculturally speaking, of tomor­ 
row. 


Jogging Up And Dow n 


The activity known as outdoor jogging has 
been catching on throughout the country among 
men concerned about the present and future 
health of their hearts. 
But along with the healthful exercise there of­ 
ten are some hazards. 
For example, some of the joggers confess 
that the stales bestowed upon them by fellow 
citizens as they jog along the city streets or ii 
tbe parks make them feel “like some kind of a 
nut.” 
Apparently they can even be mistaken for a 
purse snatcher or thief in flight. 
But now a St. Louis physician has suggested 
an alternate typ. of jogging which, for the 
‘ thinner-skinned’ ’ hndaviduals, may be just the 
thing—jogging in place. 


Dr. Richard A. Sutter, speaking to the Cleve­ 
land Rotary Club, said that running in place at 
home twice a day is just as effective as a de­ 
terrent against heart attacks as trotting around 
the neighborhood causing eyebrows to raise. 
Pointing out that there are a number of 
known accelerators of heart disease, Dr. Sutter 
claimed, however, that the physically inactive 
man is twice the heart attack risk that the ac­ 
tive man is 
The doctor's message seems clear It’s good 
to be active if, for some reason, the family phy­ 
sician has not counseled against it. 
And you cfy’t have to jog around the country­ 
side to keep fit—just make tike on a treadmill 
att home. But do it!

Officially Mr Garment is special counsel to 
the President on the arts, voluntarism and mi­ 
norities — remi nil scent of a (Franklin) Roosev- 
eltian aide. Dave Niles. Also just as officially, 
Mr. Garment is a one-nian early warning sys­ 
tem — since he was named head of the transis­ 
tor-sized National Goals Research Staff 
Thus he. in a few weeks, has become a trou­ 
ble watcher as well as a troubleshooter. 


HE SCANS THE full spectrum of group rela­ 
tions, of minority frictions, of black and white 
and brown interplay, of urban dynamics and so­ 
ciological storm warnings. He keeps las prac­ 
ticed eye ear and sense of rhythm on the arts 
— since he and tbe President want the bright 
thinkers and innovators around them and want 
no future Erie Goldman writing the “Tragedy 
of Richard Nixon ” 
Mr. Garment appears to be coordinator of 
solutions for social problems — and this in­ 
cludes everng the black storms which inevitably 
cloud up labor relations especially on the multi- 
billion dollar construction front.

He 
crossed all lines There were late sandwiches 
with newsmen, lunch with Ted Sorensen and 
tete-a-tetes with the Peck’s Bad Boy of the Ken­ 
nedy White House — Dick Goodwin. I leonard 
Garment said he was searching for some new 
dynamics in government, some imagination, 
some swift departure from the norm. 
Until a month ago he continued to practice 
law in New York and Washington Then came 
the call from his former law partner, the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. Into the White House 
he went. Right now he’s in Moscow af the film 
festival. When he returns, he will hit tile “vol­

Marxists 
In The U.S. 


WASHINGTON — Congress has the specific 
power under the Constitution to “suppress in­ 
surrections.” 
The Department of Justice has just issued a 
statement which includes a report by J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the F’ederal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation. He declares that “never before in 
our history has there been such a strong revolu­ 
tionary Marxist movement of young people so 
eager to tear down established authority.” 
The authority of the federal govenment. how­ 
ever, has been the subject of an unsettled con­ 
troversy between those who insist there is no 
limit of the right of free speech and those who 
believe that it does not cover violence and re­ 
bellion. 


THE FBI REVEALS the nature of the revolu­ 
tionary movement and notes that law enforce­ 
ment in the United Staten today is confronted 
with new and unprecedented challenges. Mr, 
Hoover asserts that it is apparent the “New 
Left” hopes to “lead a revolution ultimately de­ 
signed to overthrow our system of govern­ 
ment.” 
The FBI reports that seizure of campus facili­ 
ties, destruction of university property and the 
use of organized terror and violence disrupted 
more than 225 of the country's institutions of 
higher learning during the last, 12 months. 
F’ire bombs and other explosives, as well as 
rifles and shotguns, became familiar weapons 
in the 1968-1969 academic year. Mr. Hoover 
says: 
“The activities of these student revolutionists 
resulted in over $3 million damage to education 
al faclities and more than 4.000 arrests.” 
The FBI director places the blame largely on 
the “Students for a Democratic Society,” which 
is described as the instigator of much of the un­ 
rest. He adds- 
“The ‘SDS’ remains at the core of the ‘New 
Left.’ Some time ago it abandoned the concept 
of ‘participatory democracy’ which it had 
championed in years past and eagerly em­ 
braced the principles of Marxism-Leninism, 
even to the extent of publicity announcing its 
new goal of revolution 
Tn so doing, it became the primary target for 
‘Old Left’ takeover and today we see old-line 
Communists of every stripe seeking to seize 
and capitalize on the revolutionary zeal of the 
‘SDS’ ” 
Mr. Hoover also uiscloses that the increased 
activity of black extremist groups has added To 
the investigative problems of the FBI. He sin­ 
gles out one of them for specific comment as 
follows: 
“Of these (groups) the Black Panther party, 
without question, represents the greatest threat 
to the internal security of the country. Schooled 
In the Marxist Leninist ideologv and the teach­ 
ings of Chinese Communist leader Mao Tse- 
Tung. its members have perpetrated numerous 
assaults on police officers and have engaged in 
violent confrontations with 
police in cities 
throughout the country. 
‘‘fa d e rs anc! representatives of the Black 
Panther party travel extensively all over the 
United States preaching their gospel of hate 
and violence, not only to ghetto residents but to 
students in colleges, universities and high 
schools as well.” 
But what is being done to pass laws which 
will punish the instigators of violent demonstra­ 
tions even though they themselves do not de­ 
stroy any property” 


EVIDENCE IS AVAILABLE to the Depart­ 
ment of Justice to carry on extensive prosecu­ 
tions. Recent decisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, however, have given such a 
wide meaning to the free-soeech clause in the 
Constitution that there has been a hesitancy to 
ask for indictments of many of the demonstra­ 
tors. 
Congress, on the other hand, has the power to 
limit the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. It 
also can stipulate by law the offenses which are 
part of an “insurrection ” 
The Constitution itself declares that treason 
- which include* giving “aid and comfort” to 
the enemy-is a punishable crime Congress 
now needs to define what are treasonable dem­ 
onstrations and what acts of violence really 
amount to ‘‘insurrection.”

tronauts will take their televi­ 
sion camera tonight when they 
float into the bug-like craft that 
will deposit them on the moon. 
The quiet threesome of the as­ 
tronaut corps 
apparently 
is 
trying to make a picture substi­ 
tute for a thousand words. 
It may have been coincidence, 
but after newsmen mildly com­ 
plained tihat Neil A. Armstrong, 
Michael Collins and Edwin E. 
“Buzz” Aldrin Jr. weren’t giv­ 
ing them many quotes, the as­ 
tronauts loosened up a bit on 
their first live telecast Thursday 
night 
“We have no intention of com­ 
peting with the professionals, 
befflteve me,” said Collins when 
a ground communicator asked 
whether he was reading from 
cue cards. 
“I’d have put on a coat and 
fie if I’d known about this ahead 
of time,” Collins said. 
T o d a y ’s 
transmission 
is 
scheduled to begin at 7:32 p.m. 
EDT, but because the Checkout 
of the lunar module is to start at 
5:47 p.m., the telecast might be­ 
gin earlier. 
“We 
checked 
the 
cable 
lengths,” Armstrong told mis­ 
sion control. “We’re thinking we 
might want to see if we can take 
the TV into the IM with us to­ 
morrow for part of the time.” 
Mission' control said that would 
be fine. 
The lunar module is attached 
to the narrow end of the conical 
mother ship and the astronauts 
enter it through a tunnel. 
From 150,000 miles out, illu­ 
minated by flashlight in the 
dimness of their cabin, the as­ 
tronauts beamed to the world 
two vignettes that symbolize 
their voyage of discovery. 
One was the American flag on 
Armstrong’s left sleeve. 
The other was their suit patch 
an e a g l e hovering over the 
cratered moon, talons clenching 
on alive branch; the earth now 
small and far back. 
“It’s pretty hard to see the ol­

branch,”

Collins. 
“That’s what he has-in his tal­ 
ons—an olive branch.” 


There was none of the clown­ 
ing and in-jokes that character­ 
ized telecasts on previous Apol­ 
lo missions. But the picture 
quality was the best ever—with 
closeups that showed even the 
small, flashing numbers on the 
instrument panel. 
Aldrin' did pushups right side 
up, upside down and sideways 
in the capsule. In an earlier 52- 
minute test of the TV camera 
that reached only the Goldstone 
Tracking Station in California, 
all three astronauts exercised 
because they were curious as to 
how it would increase their 
heart rates. 
When newsmen pressed Flight 
Director Clifford Charlesworth 
to get the astronauts to talk 
more, he said, “They’re just a 
quiet crew. I certainly wouldn’t 
want to backseat drive for 
them.” 
Somebody wondered what a 
quiet man like Armstrong might 
his historic 
pay when he makes his 
foot print this weekend. 
“I would expect, said Charles­ 
worth, “he’ll call Houston and 
say that he’s landed.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mitttee has begun drafting tight­ 
er tax legislation for the cal in­ 
dustry, symbol to many of the 
special advantages embedded in 
the present Internal Revenue 
Code. 
Pressing its drive to bring a 
comprehensive tax reform bill 
before (the House before the 
Aug. 13 congressional recess, 
the committee reportedly has 
ordered a draft aimed at some 
presently4egaal procedures that 
result in reduced taxes. 
One of the cuarrenltiy legal 
procedures is a method of in­ 
creasing a company’s income in 
a single year 90 it can take full 
advantage of th 27% per cent 
depletion allowance, which is 
limited to one-half of income. 
To 
do 
this, 
a 
company 
“carves out” a portion of its fu­ 
ture production and sells this 
currently. 
A different, so-called ABC 
transaction involves the sale of 
assets of one company to anoth­ 
er subject to retrained future 
production payments. These, in 
turn, are sold to a third party, 
which can be a tax-exempt or­ 
ganization or a dummy corpora­ 
tion. 


The effects to reduce the in­ 
come tax payable by the pur­ 
chaser and enable the third par­ 
ty also to take a profit. 
The draft legislation,, it was 
reported, would treat both these 
kinds of transactions as loans 
rather 
than 
outright 
sales, 
greatly reducing the tax advan­ 
tage. 
The 
committee’s 
decision 
whether to recomemd cutting 
the 27% per cent oil depletion 
allowance is still to be reached.

H e married in 1582, left 
Stratford in 1584, went tv l ondon and became an actor. 
He began to write plays for his theatrical com pany. They 
were well received and the author made enough money to 
buy several houses. H e was 52 when he died, a well-known 
but not famous m an, perhaps because his writings were 
only in manuscript. After his death, as these works were 
printed and circulated around the world, people realized 
that here was perhaps the greatest literary genius ever 
known. The familiar quotations above are a few of the 
countless words and phrases S hakespeare originated. 
Because of the range of his knowledge, people began to 
wonder how a simple country actor could have learned so 
much about life. Som e suspected that the brilliant, 
worldly Earl of O xford m ay have written the plays and 
poems and, not wishing his nam e to be attached to the 
then vulgar world of the theater, hired the actor William 
Shakespeare to appear to be the author. Most experts 
discount this and similar theories. Genius, they claim, can 
flash up from any social level.
